Washington, 30th Dec. 1822. 

After meeting with much difficulty in 
crossing Raccoon creek, a deep muddy 
glen through which a small stream runs 
into the Potomac, and on the borders of 
which we saw several wooden traps of a 
rude construction, for taking the animal 
that probably gave name to the brook, we 
arrived at the mansion house at about 
eleven o’clock. As we had no letters of 
introduction, and were apprised of the no- 
tice published by Judge Washington, the 
present proprietor of this seat, prohibit- 
ing company from trespassing upon his 
grounds, our first object was to obtaina 
permit, as also a guide to point out what- 
ever was worth seeing. On enquiring at 
the door for Judge Washington, we were, 
to our no small embarrassment, ushered 
into the sitting room over Turkey carpets, 
with our boots reeking with the mud of 
Raccoon creek, and a conglomeration of 
every species of soil between that and 
the door.

years and upwards, still possesses the 
vigour and freshness of youth. At the 
extremity of these extensive alleys aud 
pleasure grounds, ornamented with fruit- 
rtrees and shrubbery, and clothed in pe- 
ennial verdure,fstand two hot-houses and 
as many green houses, situated in the 
sunniest part of the garden, and shielded 
from the northern winds by a long range 
of wooden buildings, for the accommoda- 
tion of the servants. From the air of a 
frosty December morning, we were sud- 
denly introduced into the tropical climate 
‘of these spacious houses, where we long 
saunteredamong groves of the coffee tree, 
lemons, and oranges, all in full bearing, 
regaling our senses with the flowers and 
odours of spring. It would be an endless 
task and swell my sketch to a botanical 
treatise, should T attempt to “ number up 
the countless tribes” of plants, which are 
here sheltered from the inclemencies of 
winter. At the opening of spring they 
are all removed from their winter quar- 
ters, being permitted to breath the fresh 
air and te fling their fragrance upon the 
breeze. 

One of the hot-houses is appropriated 
entirely to rearing the pine-apple, which 
grows in great perfection, long rows of 
which we saw in a flourishing condition. 
A staik produces but 2 cimgle epple which 
grows near the ground, in the center ofa 
cluster of tall and spear shaped leaves. Ma- 
ny bushels of lemons and oranges of every 

variety are annually grown, which be- 
sides furnishing the tamily with a supply 
of these fruits at all seasons, are distribu- 
ted as a delicacy to their friends, or to ad- 
ininister to the comforts of their neign- 
bours in cases of sickness. The coffee 
plant thrives well, yields abundantly, and 
jn quality is said to be equal to the best 
Mocha. The branches under which we 
walked were laden with fruit, fast advan- 
cing to maturity. Among the more rare 
plants, we saw the night-blooming Cereus 
the Guava, from which the jelly of that 
name is made, Alloes of a gigantic growth, 
the West Indian Plaintain, the sweet 
Cassia in bloom, the Prickly Pear, and a 
thousand others. They are all tastefully 
arranged in large boxes made for the pur- 
purpose, and nurtured with unceasing at- 


tention, requiring the constant services: of 


two assistants besides the chief gardener. 
To the north of the range of buildings be- 
fore mentioned, is an extensive kitchen 
garcen, surrounded with a hedge of cedar 
so regularly trimmed, as to preseut the 
appearance of a verdant wall. 

At every step in these pleasure grounds 
the thought occurred that the illustrious 
projector is no more. There was a 
garden, and in the garden a new sepul- 
chre,” says the Scripture. The lessons 
on human pursuits and human pleasures, 
inculeated by this concise and beautiful 
narration of the Evangelist, never struck 
me more forcibly, than when we left the 
gate, and walked towards the tomb of 
Washington. In passing the house, the 
chamber in which he died was pointed 
out to us; and imagination, aided by 
these memorials, soon presented the 
whole seene in such distinct aed vivid 
colours, that we seemed almost to follow 
his remains to the grave. The family 
vault in which the dust of the hero reposes 
is ata distance of perhaps thirty rods 
from the house, immediately upon the 
bank of the river. A more romantic and 
picturesque site for a tomb can scarcely 
be imagined. Between it and the Poto-

After break- 
fast he would order his horse to the door, 
and say to his guests, whoever they might 
be, “gentlemen I must look to my business 
—if you will accompany me around my 
plantation, well—if not, you must amuse 
yourselves till my return.”

Three or four oth- | 
er skins were stretched upon the side of 
the out-house. Judge Washington in-} 
formed us, that notwithstanding occasion- , 
al poaching upon his grounds, which com- 
pose four thousand acres in the home- 
stead, wild deer are taken in sufficient | 
tiumbers to supply him with fine venison, | 
without any sensible dimunition of the 
stock. Several gentlemen had on that 
morning arrived from Alexandria, for the | 
purpose of uniting in the chaee. | 

‘The day was now fast declining, and 
we began ta think of home. In the ea- 
gerness of pleasure, our only care had 
been to reach Mount Vernon, leaving the 
ways and meaus of returning, to tempo- 
rary expedients, without adverting to the 
diflerence between Virginia and the sec- 
tions of the country in which we had been 
accustomed to travel. In the latter, pub- 
lic houses may be found scattered along 
the road, within every mile or two, where 
vehicles of some kind may be found for 
the accommodation ef the traveller : 
while in the former, conveniences of this 
kind are so rare, that a single tavern is 
not found between Mount Vernon and 
Alexandria. Finding it impracticable 
to obtain a conveyance of any sort, we 
determined to set furward on foot as pil- 
grims from the American Mecca ;* not 
indeed with peas in our shoes, but in a 
state of lassitude, oceasioned by the ram- 
ble and fatigues of the morning, little fit- 
ted to encounter a walk of nine miles 
over a muddy road. 

At 3 o’clock, after tendering to Judge 
Washington our acknowledgments for his 
politeness, we bid adiew to the shades of 
Mount Vernon, and took up the line of 
march for Alexandria. As we travel 
over an uninteresting country, with few

I would prefer, for 
myself or for a friend, the solitude and 
quiet of this rural spot, where, as Wilson 
used to say, “ the birds may siug over the 
grave,” to the proudest columns of mar- 
ble which a greatful country could rear.

As an evidence of his punctuality in at- 
| tending worship, we were informed that

nine miles. (ur host told us, that he 
once heard Washington preach the best 
sermon that he ever listened to. One ot 
his servants had been guilty of theft—he 
summoned them together—they formed a 
circle around him, aud he addressed them 
for an hour, calling them his children, 
and not his slaves. ‘The criminal was 
punished in an exemplary manner, and 
the rest admonished to beware of the ex- 
ample. Kindling to the recollection, the 
narrator repeated a considerable part ot 
of the lecture, which 1 have not room 
to record. 

This planter, a delicacy in mentioning 
whose name has already cost me much 
circumtocution, is himself the owner of a 
dozen slaves ; and yet we were surprised 
to bear him say, that slavery is the great- 
est curse entailed upon this eountry.  Af- 
ter bearing an explanation of his opin- 
ions, his theory and practice did not ap- 
pear so much at variance. He remarked 
that nearly all the slaves, who have been 
set free, have turned out to be mere vaga- 
bonds, unable to support themselves and 
families, and burdens to. society. In his 
view, it is in all respects much better for 
them to remain inthe service of their 
owners, and of this the more intelligent 
slaves are themselves sensible, He assured 
us that during the late war,while voats from 
the British squadron were daily coming 
on shore inquest of slaves, he told his 
that any of them who chose, were at lib- 
liberty to go. Not one of them was wil- 
ling to abandon him, although frequent 
attempts were made to allure thenr a- 
way. This gentleman appeared to be a 
plain practicat man, and his opinions 
entitled to some weight. The truth is, 
slavery is a wretched business, consider 
it as you will. The cup of sevitude is 


bitter—and emancipation is aot without 
its evils,

FROM CURACOA. 
The brig Rebecea Ann, Capt. Riviers, furnish- 
es advices tu the 20th ult inclusive. 
On the 17th, a boat came ashore from the 
Colombiau brig Vendidore, with a letter from 
Com. DamiEts, announcing that on the 16tbat 
| 12 o'clock, the Bolivar and Constitution fell in 
with and captured the Spanish corvette built 
ship Maria Francisca, of 24long 9 pounders, 
and 200 men. She had on board $25,000 in 
specie, Which was already transferred to the 
Bolivar. ‘The ship was built in France about 6 
years since—she was from Havana bound to 
Maracaibo, with provisions, The action,which 
was in sight of Curacoa, lasted but a few min- 
utes—2 men killed and 2 wounded on board 
the corvette. ‘The Columbian ships sustained 
nv injury, nor bad any of their crews killed or 
wounded. 
Morales is much disappointed at hearing the 
loss of this vessel. He is said to have retreated 
from Maracaibo, with a miserable remnant of 
his army, and it was expected that the patriots 
would give a good account ofthem soom. A 
Spanish schr. belonging to a convoy, was taken 
on the 16th ult bya patriot vessel. It is believ- 
ed that that the Spanish frigate Ligera, (an old 
vessel attached to the interest of Morales) had 
sunk. 





A very destructive fire occurred in Port-au- 
Prince about the middle of December last. The 
custom-house and all the papers, and nearly 
all the buildings in the commercial part of the 
town were burnt. The loss is very heavy upon 
foreign merchants, who bad goods deposited in 
the public sture-bouses.

“On the subject of accomplishments 
the following anecdote deserves mention- 
ing :—Mr. de Candole, professor of bota-

‘The drawings, 
860 in number, and filling 13 folio vol- 
umes, were executed by 114 female ar- 
tists ; one indeed of the ladies alone did 
40 of them.—In most cases the principal 
| parts only of each plant are coloured, the 
rest only traced with accuracy ; the exe- 
cution in general very good, and in some 
instances quite masterly. There is not 
perhaps another town of 23,000 souls 
where such a number of female artists, 
the greater part of course amateurs, could 
be found.
